HARRISON VS. THE COLONIST, 



The remarks of Sir Matthew Bail- 
lie Begbie when charging tho Grand 
Jury yesterday respecting the law of 
libel, must have prepared all present 
for the throwing out of the Bill by tho 
Grand Jury, which action -was taken 
later in tho day. The words on which 
the action was based wero : " Mr. Har- 
rison, a young man of good parts but 
inexperienced. " It is scarcely necessa- 
ry that we should offer any extended 
remarks on this case which, wo venture 
to say, stands without a parallel in 
absurdity. Before it left the Police 
Court the Stipendiary Magistrate pro- 
nounced the case " trivial ; ' and "frivo- 
lous," and advised its withdrawal ; and 
with the best authorities on .tho law of 
libel at hand (we always discuss official- 
dom with them before us) we have 
strenuously held that the case could 
not be sustained. The fato of 
the bill of indictment bears out that 
assumption ; and tho remarks of the 
Chief Justice confirm us in the opin- 
ion that the moment a man accepts 
office he makes himself amonablo to 
public criticism ; not vulgar attacks on 
his porsonal appearance, or malicious 
and* baseless charges against his honor ; 
but a calm and reasonable review of 
his fitness for the office he has accept- 
ed and of his public acts. \Vc went 
into Court yesterday prepared to main- 
tain that position at all hazards and at 
any sacrifice ; and wo feel proud to 
know that wo are sustained by tho dis- 
tinguished jurist who charged the Grand 
Jury and by tho action of the Grand 
Jurors themselves. Had we, when 
summoned to appear at the Police 
Court, apologized and thus abandoned 
the right wo have always exercised of 
fearlessly criticizing the public acts of 
public men, the Press of tho Province 
would have boon subjected to a tyranny 
almost Russian in its character. In the 
articles levelled at Mr. Hamuson 
(who, whether acting in the interest of 
the Government, or on his own behalf, 
we neither know nor care,) we claim 
to have treated him with every consi- 
deration, and to have been prompted 
by the best of feelings towards him. 
Hud we desired to injure him 
personally, professionally or officially, 
we could" liavo done so without subject- 
ing oursolves to the pains and penalties 
of a libel suit. It will not be our fault 
if wo arc forced to refer to this matter 
again or deal with it from an entirely 
new standpoint. 

WHOLESALE APPROPRIA TIOX. 



We want to point out the very un- 
just, not to say dishonest, way in which 
we aro constantly treated by our con- 
temporary. For about three years 
past this has been (with the excoptior. 
of the Nanaimo Free Press) the only 
journal in tho Province in tho receipt 
of telegraphic dispatches. During 
that period our contemporary has sys- 
tematically appropriated our dispatches, 
day by day, without giving ue the least 
credit therefor. Tho latest instance of 
tho kind occurred yesterday. On Sun- 
day moraing we printed one of the 
moat important dispatches that has 
come over the wires fer many years. It 
was very expensive and treated of rail- 
way matters. It conveyed to drooping 
hearts positive assurance of tho oarly 
commencement of railway work within 
the Province and the prospect of a 
large immigration. Yesterday the same 
dispatch appeared in the Standard 
without the slightest attempt at altera- 
tion and, as usual, without any credit. 
Wo do not intend to characterize the 
conduct of our contemporary as it de- 
nerves ; but we refer to the matter now 
in tho hope that the offending party 
will see thepropricty of observing those 
amenities which in other countries are 
observed by newspapers that claim to 
be respectable. We are willing to con- 
tinue our exclusive dispatches ; but we 
do think that we are entitled to some 
credit for our enterprise from those 
who so liberally avail themselves of its 
fruit. In Australia there is a law 
which prevents the copying of news- 
paper articles without proper credit. It 
may be found necessary to enact a 
similar law here.

The gratifying news of tho surrender 
of the outlaws reached New Westmin- 
ster on Saturday evening, through the 
medium of a special telegram for The 
Colonist and a similar dispatch to the 
Government. Particulars will be found 
in another column. The Nicola Indians 
under the old Chief Chil-E-HEETSA, 
stood loyally by tho whites, and their 
fidelity must not be allowed to go un- 
rewarded. What the Government in- 
tend ,' to do with the desperadoes we 
have not learned ; but wc fear the gaol 
at Kamloops is not sufficiently strong 
to hold them. Would it not bo a less 
expensive course to try them here or at 
"Now Westminster, besides insuring 
their safe keoping?

EUROPE. 

London, Dec. G. — Rev. Arthur 
Wagner, of St. Paul's Church, Brigh- 
ton, writes to the Post denying the re- 
port that he has seceded from the 
Church of England and joined tho 
Church of Rome. 

The suspension of the Gobs was the 
hostile and defiant tono of the Golos 
towards foreign powers, especially Ger- 
many. 

Queen Victoria has telegraphed her 
congratulations to tho Czar on his es- 
cape. There is a well-founded sus- 
picion that one of the principal men 
concerned in the plot against the Czar's 
lifo, is a returned convict from Siberia. 

London, Dec 8. — The British India 
Company's ship El Dorado, with 
ninety-five passongers and a Lascar 
crew of about sixty, put into Plymouth 
Saturday, to repair damages, after a 
hair-breadth escape from total loss in 
the Bay of Biscay, where tho vessel 
lay for thirty hours during the storm 
in a state of total disablement. Nearly 
all the crew, during the wholo time of 
danger, were incapacitated for duty by 
fear, and but for thoj exertions V}f the 
passengers there is little question she 
would have gone jdown. 

London, Dec. S. — The steamer Ari- 
zona, recently in collision with an ico- 
berg, was discovered to bo on fire this 
morning in tho forward part of her 
hold, whore some cotton was stored. 
Great difficulty was experienced in 
reaching the firo and it was not extin- 
guished until noon. 

BERLIN, Dec. 0. — It is predicted 
that the clerical members of tho Prus- 
sian Landtag will vote against the 
Government's railway purchase scheme, 
but it is not anticipated that the meas- 
ure will be defeated by their opposi- 
tion. 

KASHGAR. 
Manchester, Dec. Gth. — A London 
correspondent writes that tho Kashgar 
revolt has ended in the final and com- 
plete defeat of Hakim Khan of Tura, 
with a loss of 1000 killed. Hakim 
Khan besieged Tashkourgan with 5000 
men. The Chinese garrison numbered 
only 2000. bnt all of Hakim Khan's 
Kirghiz force deserted him, leaving 
him with only 1G00 Snrts, Hakim 
Khan retired with these into the 
country of the Kirghiz who had desert- 
ed his command, which he ravaged, 
and then started for the Russian ter- 
ritory, laden with booty. The Chineso 
from Tashkourgan overtook Hakim 
Khan on the 21st, in Kizil Ast defile, 
and slew 1000 of his men. 



BRITISH INDIA 
Cabul, Dec. G. — Some Kohistanis 
have come in and surrendered. An 
influential, native agent, who was col- 
lecting suppliss at Maidan, has been 
murdered. That part of the country 
is much disturbed. It is reported that 
the robels aro collecting in force there. 
Two brigades will march upon Maidan 
immediately under command of Gener- 
als Baker and McPherson. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
London, Dec,5. — A. News' correspon- 
dent at Fort Webber, South Africa, 
under date of November loth, reports 
that the Boers still talk of resistance. 
The same correspondent says Seco- 
coene shows no wish to make peacs. 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, Dec. 9. -The contractors for 
building Sections 1, 2 and 3, in British 
Columbia, of the Canada-Pacific Rail- 
way, made their deposits, as required 
by the terms of their contracts. Knva- 
naugh Bros., contractors for Section i, 
have not yet made their deposit, and 
it is probable that the contract will be 
awarded to another bidder. 

Montreal, Dec. 8 — Michael Flana- 
gan, acquitted of a chargo of complicity 
in the murder of Mary Gallagher, was 
accidentally drowned yesterday in tin 
new canal basin at Point St. Charles. 
The hour and day on which Flanagan 
was drowned are the same as appoint- 
ed for tho execution of Susan Kennedy, 
whose sentence for the murder had 
been commuted to the Pententiarv for 
life. 

At Ottawa, an indignation meeting 
has been held by Irish Catholics, grow- 
ing out of the warfare between W.II. 
Nagle, editor of the Ottawa Herald 
(Catholic organ) and the Bishop of tho 
Catholic Church. It has been found 
necessary to put a guard over the Her- 
ald office to prevent its being demolish- 
ed. Nagle lias received many threaten- 
ing letters. The circulation of the 
paper has quadrupled since the conflict 
began. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Dec. 5. —Rev. Mr. Tal- 
mage to-day, before commencing his 
sermon, made an answer to the pro- 
posal of the Trustees that the Taberna- 
cle congregation go out of the Presby- 
terian donominatiou. He reviewed 
tho proceedings in his recent trial said: 
"It is only a question how much an- 
noyance and nagging the great Presby^ 
terian denomination will allow my 
enemies to carry on toward me with- 
out official condemnation. All I ask 
is that the Synod of Long Island or 
the General Assembly of the United 
Stales call off their pursuers. If the 
Presbyterian Church want us they can 
have us. If they don't, let them say 
so, and we will all go together. This 
church was built for me to preach in, 
and here I shall preach till God t?lls 
me to stop." 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico. Nov. 30. — General 
Gonzales has been arrested, and is in 
close confinement, charged with con- 
spiracy.

Oabul Invested by a Largo Army— Tho 
Situation Critical. 



Cabul, Doc. 10. — Gen. Massy encount- 
ered Mahmoud Jan's forco numbering 10,- 
000 sepoys and tribemen , and his cavalry 
made a brilliant charge, but without ap- 
parent effect on tho vast body of tho 
enemy. Tho country is most difficult, 
being cut by numerous water courses. 
Four guns, in retiring, were upset, spiked 
and abandoned, but wore subsequently 
recovered. Tho enemy nmdo for Cabul 
gorge, but wero chocked thoro by a de- 
tachment of the 72d Highlanders from 
Shopur cantonment. Tho enemy then 
turned towards Bakor's command, and 
now occupy the heights south of Bala 
Hissar. Thoy are admirably lod, and 
two or throe thousand of thorn are armed 
with Snyder lilies. They lost heavily by 
tho cavalry chargo and artillery firo, but 
never wavorod. Gon. McPherson is now 
attacking the enemy and hits inflicted 
severe loss. _

London, Dec. 4. — A Buenos Ayres 
dispatch of December 3d says: In- 
telligence has been received that tho 
allied Peruvians and Bolivians have 
been completely defeated at Tarapaca, 
Peru, by the Chileans, who have taken 
possession of the town. A Chilean 
squadron is blockading the port of 
Arica. A dispatch from Valparaiso 
says Tarapaca has boon capt ured by tho 
Chileans. Losses heavy on both sides. 

SURRENDER Of CHILEANS. 

A Valparaiso telegram reports a 
disaster to the Chilean forces near Loa, 
at the mouth of the river of the same 
name, on the boundary between Peru 
and Bolivia. After a stubborn light, 
1500 Chileans surrendered to the allies, 
with all thoir cannon and ammunition. 
Tho Chilean commander was killed. 
The Bolivian commander afterwards 
occupied Concha Blancas. 

Canadian Mail. 

ITcr Steamer Isabel. | 

Toronto, Nov. 28. — A few days 
ago the Minister of Customs received 
an anonymous letter from Toronto to 
tho effect that there was a deficiency in 
tho cash of the Toronto Custom House. 
Mr, Commissioner Johnson was forth- 
with sont here and, after a cursory 
examination, he returned to Ottawa. 
Last week he again came on hero, 
bringing an export from the depart- 
ment with him, and a thorough audit 
of the books was made. It was found 
that thoro was a deficiency of upwards 
of $20,000, for which the collector, Mr. 
James E. Smith, and the cashier, Mr. 
Charles B. MacKay, were responsible. 
Mr. Johnson returned to the capital 
and reported the matter to The Minis- 
tor. 

Cayuga, Dec. 1. — A bout three miles 
from Cayuga, on Sunday afternoon, 
Nov. 30th, two children of^Wm. Leroy, 
farmer, a boy and a girl, and a daugh- 
ter of Benj. Foster, wero found drown- 
ed in a small pond near Loroy's dwel- 
ling, tho pond being partially covered 
with ice. It is supposed they went 
out for amusement and had broken 
through. The children's ages ranged 
from eight to fourteen years. 

Ottawa, Dec. 2. — Thore is a marked 
improvement in tho condition of Mr. 
W. A. Himsworth, Clerk of tho Privy 
Council, who has been dangerously ill. 

The Department of tho Interior re- 
ceived a dispatch to-day informing thorn 
of the death of Sergt. Grayburn, of tho 
Mounted Police. His body was picked 
up near Fort Walsh, and it is thought 
that he was murdered by Indians, but 
full particulars hnvo not yet been re- 
ceived. Grayburn's parents reside in 
Ottawa. 

Gentlemen, who have just arrived 
from Manitoba, state that the condi- 
tion of the Pembina Branch has been 
very much improved, and is now giv- 
ing general satisfaction, 

Sir Alex. Campbell is still confined 
to his room from injuries rcceivod 
through a fall recently. 

The Government has, it is under- 
stood, decided to confiscate the hose en- 
tered at Brantford under value. A fine 
of $200 will also bo imposed. 

The Governor-General and Princess 
Louise will pay Manitoba a visit early 
next summer. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 2. — Mr. Matthew- 
Ryan, one of tho stipendiary magis- 
trates for the North- West torritory, 
was ejected by a corporal and two 
troopers from the precincts of the 
Mounted Police nt -the post at Shoal 
Lake on the 20th of November, for 
abusivo and threatening language to 
the commanding officer, Superintendent 
Horchmcr. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 28. — The Manitoba 
Legislature has been dissolved, and the 
nominations for a general election have 
been fixed for the 9th of December, 
and tho polling a week later. The 
writs are returnable on the 20th De- 
cember. 

Ottawa, Nov. 30.— On Saturday 
night the officials of the Bank of Mon- 
treal received a telegram from Now 
York pronouncing a cashier's draft for 
83,000 a forgery.

CHARGE. 

Mr. Justice Gray, in opening his ad- 
dress to tho Grand Jury, said tho cases 
required tho careful attention of tho mem- 
bers. On the first that would come 
before them he would make no remarks 
whatever. It was a charge c f lit e! against 
Mr. Higgins'; editor of The Colonist, pre- 
ferred by Mr. Harrison. As he (Judgo 
Gray) was a witness in the case, ho would 
not chargo the jury as to it. That duty 
would bo porformed by tho Chiof Justice 
who, if an indictment were found, would 
try tho case. The first indictmont was 
that of tho Queen vs. Meyers. It was 
for receiving and having in his possession 
tho property of one Kauffman of Tacoma, 
and bringing tho sanio into Canada, which 
constituted a felony under the Canadian 
Act. The principle of the law was an 
extremely sound ono, ami the law was 
nlai.i and distinct. The charge against 
Welch alias Hughes, was of the same 
character, the property, however, being 
separate and distinct from that in the 
hands of Meyers. The next chargo was 
that of the Queen us. Cooper, lately an 
officer of the Marino and Fisheries De- 
partment, who was charged with appro- 
priating monoy belonging to the Dominion 
Government with fraudulent intent. The 
next case was that of tho Queen vs. Mac- 
donald, charged with murder. The pri- 
soner hired an Indian to convoy him 
across Cowichan Bay, and took with him 
two bottles of spirits. That night Macdon- 
ald was found much intoxicated, with 
blood on his person, and tho dead body 
of the Indian was found lying on the beach, 
his head bearing marks of violence. There 
was nothing in tho depositions to show 
that Macdonald had inflicted the blows, or 
whether tho Indian had died from an ox- 
cess of drink. There was a distinct law 
that no man shall supply intoxicants to an 
Indian, and Macdonald having broken 
that law could not escape tho responsibil- 
ity, and must take the consequence of his 
own act. The next case (tho Queen vs 
Adams, arose from n misconception of duty 
which largely prevailed in this Province. 
The dofendant was charged with killing a 
sow, which entered his Held and consum- 
ed his vegotables. Ho endeavored to 
turn the sow out and it went into de- 
fondant's wheat field. When parties again 
approached the sow it turned upon them 
and Adams sent for his gun and shot it. 
The law was very severo; but it was ne- 
cessary to show malice — that the act was 
not only unlawfully but maliciously done. 
Tho two elements must be thore — unlaw- 
ful and malicious. The learned Judgo 
here read the law on the subject and re- 
marked that there was too much freedom 
in this country in the manner in which 
people turned their cattle out; tho crim- 
inal law should not be bent to carry out 
tho vindictive ends of individuals. [His 
lordship hero defined the logal meaning 
of malice, and remarked on tho circum- 
stances of tho case at groat length, inclin- 
ing to the opinion that tho indictment 
could not be sustained, and that the pro- 
secution should be civil and not criminal. 
Ho cited the case of a friond of his, well 
informed as to the law, who on several oc- 
casions, when cows broke into his garden 
and trampled down or ate flowers that 
had been planted by a chorished hand, 
felt much inclined to shoot them. [At 
this momont a tremendous racket was 
hoard in the courtroom, amid which the 
learned Judge's voice was drowned. 
When order was restored his lordship in- 
quired if the cause of tho noise was a dog 
or a Chinaman, and directed that the 
offender be expelled, which was done.] 
He animadverted soverely on the practice 
of people turning their cattle out to prey 
on othors' gardons and crops. The noxt 
case was that of tho Queen vs. Fletchor, 
cliargod with putting emery powder in a 
sewing machino, with malicious intent. 
The injury to tho property must exceod 
§20 and tho act must bo maliciously done. 
The depositions on their face show that 
the injury was only §10, and the law says 
the Justice of tho Peace must dispose of 
a case of that character himsolf and not 
set in motion the «xpansiv8 nuohintry of 



the Supromo Court and grand and potit jur- 
ies. These mistakes arose from a mis- 
conception of tho remedy. The next case 
was that of Chang Now, charged with 
stealing a gold pin, and tho depositions 
seemed clear. An indictment was also 
laid against Leo Fook for an assault on 
Chang Now. Both of theso aroso from 
tho existonco of gambling and other dis- 
roputablo houses among tho Chinese It 
seemed too bad that the time of Courts 
and Juries should be taken up by tho 
trial of such mattors. Tho town was in- 
fested with Chinese gambling houses and 
the lowest servant was an habitue of 
theso dons. The Polico had power to 
suppross theso places; why was*, not tho 
law put in force ? Two years ago the 
gambling houses at Nanaimo woro sup- 
pressed/and why were tho similar institu- 
tions not suppressed here 1 Tho Grand 
Jurors should send for the Police and seo 
that the nocessary stops were taken to 
put them down. If that wore done many 
of these small matters would not bo heard 
of. Tho next caso was that of tho Queon 
vs. Allop for stealing tobacco from tho 
steamer Maude. Tho learned Judgo ob- 
served that ono of the Grand Jurors was- 
a witness in this caso, and when it camo 
before that body ho would adviso him not 
to take part in its consideration. Tho 
caso of the Queon vs. Is:tac Voiding, for 
attempting to murder Maria Cavalhao, 
was tho next. Tho caso was too plain to 
need comment. There would bo no diffi- 
culty in finding a bill. Verlirig was also 
indicted for attempting to take his own 
life. Perhaps it would have been hotter 
if he had; but as the matter grow out of 
a love affair, no such romantic cases could 
bo tolerated, — therefore tho jury would 
liavo no difficulty in finding a bill. Tho 
indictmont against ono Gilbert was for 
unlawfully appropriating certain monies 
belonging to 0. C. Bartlott of Port Town- 
send. If tho man had been in tho habit 
of collecting monoy for tho complainant, 
it was tho duty of tho Grand Jurors to 
see whether in this caso ho had acted with 
criminal intonfc. Tho learned Judgo then 
expressed deep regret at tho unfortunate 
outrages that had occurred on the Main- 
land. Thoy would naturally affect tho 
imputation of tho Provinco for good or- 
der, which had bortoforo boon excollent. 
It was not for him to projudice tho cases 
of tho individuals, who would soon bo 
placod on trial. It was gratifying to know 
that all were in custody (although in 
taking thoin, unfortunately, othor lives 
had beon lost) and would be held answer- 
able to tho law. Let it ho known far and 
wide that by the spontaneous action of 
the people alone theso men are in the 
hands of tho law — that the determined 
spirit of a law-abiding people has induced 
them to rise and put down outlawry. It 
was a remarkable fact that thora wore ab- 
solutely not enough arms in the country 
to arm tho mon who woro anxious to go 
out against (lio outlaws. Nothing re- 
dounded so much to the credit of this coun- 
try as tho fact that tho people rested so 
confidently on tho law that they had not 
provided themselves with tho nocessary 
weapons to protect themselves. Ho did 
not think a similar state of things would 
exist again. His lordship paid tho civic 
authorities a high compliment for tho ex- 
cellent condition of the streets and side- 
walks. In conclusion, he hoped that what 
had occurred on the Maiidand would lead 
to tho "organization of an efficient polico 
force." On a former occasion he had re- 
commended that constables bo stationod 
at Kamloops and Clinton; and had that 
been done this frightful affair would not 
havo occurred. The cost of ono or two 
trials would more than pay for the main 
tenanco of an ofticient police force for 
years. Ho hoped that before ho again 
had the pleasure of addressing tho Grand 
Jurors tho groat work of railway con- 
struction would havo begun, and that the 
country with renowod hopes and renewed 
confidence would bo striding on to great- 
ness and prosperity (applause). 

HARRISON VS. "THIS COLONIST." 

The Chief Justice then proceeded to 
charge tho Grand Jurors on this case 
which aroso from an article in TJte Colonist 
which statod that Mr. E. Harrison, jr., 
was a "young man of good parts but in- 
experienced." His Lordship said all that 
had fallen from Mr. Justico Gray re- 
specting acts unlawfully and maliciously 
done, ho would repeat. Malice must be 
shown, whether the case be one of shoot- 
ing pigs or libel. They did not appear 
much aliko at first, but tho principle of 
law involved was the same, for whethor 
it was an affair of a pig or a libel, people 
must not take advantage of tho criminal 
law to evade bringing civil actions. If 
the Grand Jury held that Mr. Adams 
acted without malice the criminal law 
could not be called into operation in that 
case. With regard to this libel, if it was 
of an atrocious character; if the defendant 
had published it maliciously knowing it 
to be false; or if it had been wilfully and 
maliciously dono, the defendant was 
liable. But the defendant might justify — 
he might plead that the statement was 
true, and was published in the public in- 
terest, and that it was published without 
malice. Was this article a libel i Did it 
villify the complainant or diminish him in 
public esteem / If a person accepts a 
public position his acts and conduct are 
liable to bo canvassed in a way in which 
would bo improper to canvass tho acts of 
a private individual. Horc. and in all 
other countries where thoro is a Freo 
Press; indeed in some countries where 
there is not a Free Press, public men are 
subjected to constant criticism. Even the 
Bench is animadverted upon. If awritor 
says that a person is young, rich, talented, 
and accompanies the remark with an 
inuendo that it is a sarcasm, that would 
bo libellous. But no inuendo was charg- 
ed here. Had the editor of The Colonist 
gone beyond the latitude allowed a Freo I 
Press wheil dealing with officials? If tho j 
Grand Jury thought the alleged libel did 
not go beyond the limits of a fair criti- 
cism, tho bill should be thrown out. If 
thoy thought the article was printed to i 
the great scandal, damage and disgrace of j 
tho said "Eli Harrison, the younger," 
and was an outrage on public decency, the 
bill should not be thrown out. The 
Chiof Justice then referred to the exis- 
tence of gambling houses, remarking that 
not only should Chinese establishments of 
the kind be put down, but white ones as 
well, It was illegal to put up any articlo 
for lottery or raffle. Any person publish- 
ing an advertisement of an affair of the 
kind rendered himself liablo to a penalty 
of £200, and tho houses and lauds in or on 
which lotteries are held may bo forfeited. 

The Grand Jury then retired and the 
Court adjourned for half an hour. 

Tho jury having found a true bill 
against George Alcp, indicted for larceny, 
tho prisonor was arraigned and pleadod 
"guilty." 

John Hughes alias Welsh was then ar- 
raigned on an indictmont for boing in j 
possession of property stolen from an 
hotel kopt by Myers Kauffman at Old Ta- J 
coma, W. T. 

The prisonor pleaded "not guilty" and ' 
a jury having been cmpannolled, of which 
Mr. J. D. Robinson was foreman, Mr. E. 
Harrison, jr., proceeded to open the caso 
for tho Crown." Tho first witnoaa callod 
was Mtyers Kauffman, who daposid that 



h6 kept an hotel at Tacoma, W. T., and 
that on August 0th last he had a quantity 
of jewelry belonging to himself and his 
wife in a trunk in his house. Tho prison- 
or and anothor man named Meyers had 
been about tho premises and on his wife 
going to the bodroom in which tho trunk 
was sho discovered that it had boon brok- 
en open and the jcwolry — comprising 
throo watches, aeveralrings, chains, otc. — 
had been stolon. Tho witness sent a de- 
scription of tho articles to the polico and 
he afterwards saw the prisoner undor ar- 
rest at tho Polico Court in this city. 

Tho prisonor said ho was deaf and ask- 
ed tho Court to allow him to come a littlo 
noarer tho witness. 

His Lordship said that ho regretted ho 
could not grant the prisoner's request. 
He had placed himself in an awkward 
position and the law required that ho 
should ho kept apart from honost pooplo 
— although as yet ho was hold to be inno- 
cent. 

Alfred Aaronson, a storekeeper on Gov- 
ernment strcot, deposed that the prisonor 
camo to him and offorod ono of tho 
watehos for sale. From the description 
witness had from the polico ho beliovod 
tho watch to bo stolon and consequently 
detained it, stating that ho would tako it 
to a friond of his who had lost ono liko it. 
Tho prisoner consontod to go with the 
witness and witness then took him down 
to the police barracks. Sergt. Blooinfield 
then recognized tho watch as correspond- 
ing with ono of the articles missed from 
Kauffman's hotel. Tho Sergeant dotain- 
od both tho watch and tho prisoner. 

Prisonor to witness — Did you tako mo 
to the prison or did I go willingly ? 

Witness— You went with mo and that 
is all tho same. You said tho Watch be- 
longed to your friond. 

Isadoro Braverman, pawnbroker, de- 
posed that in August last the prisoner 
offered one of tho watches and chains for 
sale. Witness doclined to purchase and 
directed him to tho store of tho former 
witness. Two days afterwards witness 
was standing in front of Aaronson's storo 
and seeing tho prisoner told Aaronson 
that ho (tho prisoner) wanted to sell somo 
jewelry. Aaronson took flughos into tho 
storo and witness left. 

Sorgt. Bloomficld tostified to arresting 
tho prisonor on August 21st at tho city 
polico barracks. Aaronson brought him 
down thore and askod witness 
if he could identify tho watch. 
Witness compared it with a ' ; st 
of articles ho had locoivod from Ta- 
coma and found that it corresponded with 
a watch described tl.oroin. Prisoner said 
"what are you going to do with it?" Wit- 
ness replied that ho was going to kcop it, 
as he believed it had been stolon. Prison- 
er said, "I did not know you had any- 
thing to do with tho property stolen over 
there." Witness answered, "Over where? 
I didnot say where it was stolen. " Prisonor 
made somo reference to tho list of articles 
witness had looked at, and on his boing 
searched a heavy gold chain was found 
on his person, almost entirely concealed. 
The prisoner said he bought tho articles 
from a friend named Meyers for §00. 

Tho grand jury hero entered the Court- 
room and tho foreman announced that 
they had found true bills against McDon- 
nell indicted for murder, and against 
James Cooper indicted for defrauding tho 
Government. The bills against Higgins, 
indicted for libol, Adams for killing cattle, 
and Fletcher for destroying property, 
were thrown out. The foreman requested 
His Lordship to allow tho jury to adjourn 
until 11 a.m. to-morrow (Tuesday). 

His Honor granted thoroquost, tolling 
tho foreman that tho jury could adjourn 
de die de diem provided tho business of 
the Court was not rotardod. 

Sergeant Bloomfield, continuing, testi- 
fied that the prisoner made conflicting 
statements about his possession of tho 
jewelry and subsequently ho found the rest 
of tho jowolry on a man named Myers 
who was also committed for trial. 

The Court— Where is the man Myers ! 

Witness — I can't say your Lordship ; ho 
is not in gaol. 

His Lordship — How did ho obtain his 
release ? Did ho go with your consent ? 

Witness — No, your Lordship, he did 
not. 

Mr. Harrison said that this exhaustod 
the evidence for the Crown. Tho prison- 
er thereupon stated that he wishod to re- 
call tho witness Aaronson and to put Mr. 
Mills in tho box. 

In the absence of these witnesses Mr. 
Harrison asked his Lordship in what 
other cases true bills had been found ? 

His Lordship replied that tho only true 
bill he was cognizant of woro thoso ngainst 
McDonald indicted for murdor and Coop- 
er indicted for defrauding the Govoru- 
mont. 

Mr. Harrison remarked that he under- 
stood that the jury had also thrown out 
tho bill ngainst Higgins, indicted for libel. 

His Lordship said that ho beliovod such 
was tho case. 

Mr. Harrison replied that it was a vory 
expeditious mood of transacting business. 
No witnesses had been examined by the 
jury- 

His Lordship replied that Mr. Harrison 
must not address that remark to him. He 
would have to address tho Chief Justice. 

On tho resumption of the case the 
prisoner recalled Aaronson and asked liini 
several unimportant questions. Ho then 
addressed tho jury and contended that 
Kauffman 's evidence was not reliable, in- 
asmuch as he had sworn in tho Police 
Court that he did not, know and had nevor 
seen him (tho prisoner) and to-day ho had 
sworn that he saw him at tho hotol at 
Tacoma. 

Mr. Harrison having addressed the jury 
His Lordship summed up and directed 
the jury that the only point thoy would 
havo to decido was whether tho prisoner 
knew the jewelry to be stolen when ho 
had it in his possession. His Lordship 
also took occasion to remark that the con- 
duct of both Mr. Aaronson and Mr. 
Braverman had boon highly creditable in 
the matter. Ho also complimentod Ser- 
geant Bloomficld and tho polico forco 
generally on ' the manner in which 
thoy hunt up cases similar in ma- 
ture to tho ono before the Court, 
and statod that he considered the forco a 
credit to the city. His Lordship alluded 
to the escapo of Moyors from gaol, and 
said that the official through whoso ne- 
glect the man gained his liberty should be 
severely punished. His Lordship felt 
bound to remark that no satisfactory rea- 
son had been assigned for the prisoner's 
escape — indeed, no explanation at all had 
been offered. lie trusted that an inquiry 
was going on and that tho blamo would 
be put on tho right man's shoulders. 
Whilst ho had occasion to complimont 
tho polico forco on efficiency, no officer 
should Hatter himself that acta of nogli- 
gonce would bo permitted to escapo scru- 
tiny and severity. 

The jury without retiring from the box 
returned a verdict of "guilty," adding 
that thoy believed tho jewelry to be tho 
property of Kauffman. 

Tho case of James Cooper, indictod for 
defrauding tho Government, was then 
callod on. Mr. McCreight appeared for 
tho prosecution. 

Tho dofendant, who waa out on bail, 
failod to tnswar to his nam*, and Mr. 



McCreight moved that ho be called oh his 
recognizances. 

The defendant still failing to appear, 
Mr. McCreight moved that his bail ho 
cstreatod. 

Mr. Harrison applied to his Lordship 
for a bench warrant, and tho Court ad- 
journed until to-morrow (Tuesday) morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock.

Surrender of the Assassins

Spbxcf.'s Bridge, Doc. 13.— Mr. Fell 
from Nicola reports tho outlaws stdl in the 
log cabin at the foot of Douglas Lako sur- 
rounded by twenty of tho sottlors assistod 
by Chill-e-heotsa with about twenty of his 
Indians. Tho night beforo last thoy mado 
a desperato attempt to break through, but 
were driven baek. ' Johnston Stephonson 
was wounded in tho broast by the outlaws 
while trying to catch his horso that had 
strayed too near tho cabin. Tho outlaws 
turned throo of their horses out, but havo 
still two loft and it was thought would 
make another attompt to oscapo last night. 
No surgeon to attond tho wounded. Mc- 
Lood is reported to bo vory ill. Mr. Fell 
met wagons with provisions and blankets 
going up from Nicola for the uso of the 
besiegers ; also men from tho lowor part 
of Nicola and tho stago from Sponco's 
Bridge with volunteors. Ho says the bo- 
siegers havo nothing but pistols and shot- 
guns and not enough of thorn to arm half. 
Tho outlaws are armed with repeating 
rifles. 

Caciie Creek, Doc. 14. — Tho outlaws, 
McLean brothers and Hare, surrendered 
to tho Government on Friday night and 
were to bo taken to Kamloops to-day. It 
is estimated that about seTonty white men 
aro concentrated at Douglas Lake. Vol- 
unteers are now returning to their homes. 
Everything is quiet in Nicola. 

The steamer Maude, which loft horo at 
5 o'clock on Saturday afternoon with a 
posse of armed mon on board undor tho 
command of Superintendent Todd, arrived 
at Now Westminster about half-past 10 
o'clock on Sunday morning. After dis- 
embarking the Suporintondont loarnad 
that telegrams had been received from 
Mr. Mara, M.P.P., stating that "Sonator 
Cornwall had gone to tho scono of tho 
disturbance with a number of voluntoers 
and that no moro mon woro wanted. 
Arms, howevor, woro necessary. On Sun- 
day afternoon further dispatches woro re- 
ceived conveying tho nows of tho capturo 
of the outlaws. It appears that thoy 
made a socond sally from tho log houso 
on Friday night and in their dosporato 
attempt to break through tho lino of s«t- 
lcrs and Indians by which they were »ur- 
rounded thoy fired several shots and 
wounded two Indians. Tho settlors thon 
closed on thorn and after a fiorco struggle 
thoy woro unhorsed and secured. Su- 
porintondont Todd on gaining this infor- 
mation telegraphed to Hon. Mr. Hum- 
phreys, who had proceeded to the inte- 
rior, asking him to issue instructions to 
havo tho prisoners convoyed to Kamloops 
and hold a preliminary inquiry thoro and 
subsequently to bring them down to 
Now Westminster in custody of a strong 
escort. On their arrival at the latter 
place, which will probably be about Sat- 
urday, noxt thoy will be incarcerated and 
hold until the noxt assizes. Thoy will 
then be takon to Kamloops and triod for 
murder. Mr. Clapperton,of Nicola, tele- 
graphs that full information respecting 
the outbreak and capture will bo forward- 
ed by next mail. Great satisfaction is 
felt throughout tho Mainland that the 
outlaws havo been takon, and tho con- 
duct of tho Indians, under tho command 
of their chiof Chill-o-hoctsa, is tho themo 
of much admiration. On its boing ascer- 
tained that tho services of tho posse from 
this city woro not nocessary tho mon ro- 
ombarkod on board tho steamer Maudo 
and left New Westminster for homo on 
Sunday morning. Rough weathor was en- 
countered and the steamer anchored off 
Cedar Hill at 5 o'clock in tho afternoon. 
Sho remained there all night, but steam- 
ed into tho harbor yesterday morning 
and landed her passengers. 

The steamship California arrived here 
at 8 o'clock yestertuiy morning from Port- 
land via Port Townsend. Sho loft Port- 
land on Thursday last at 4 p. m. , but was 
dotained ono day at Columbia River bar. 
She had on board 105 tons of freight for 
this port and tho following passengers : —

Miss Sallio Bate. For Fort Wrangel— 
Oscar Oman and B. Levy. For Sitka—

and Paymaster J. A. Ring of the U. S. S. 
Jamestown and several others. Sho will 
proceed on her voyage to Fort Wrangel 
and Sitka at 8 o'clock this morning.

Consecration of Si?2iop Brondol. 

At 9 o'clock on Sunday morning St. 
Andrew's Cathedral was fillod to its ut- 
most capacity by the congregation assem- 
bled to witness tho conseer.iuon of Jbisho] 
Brondel, recently appointed Bishop of 
Vancouver Island. Tho main and side 
altars had beon tastefully arranged for the 
occasion and behind and over tho high 
altar was to bo seen a magnificent lifo-sizo 
painting of Saint Androw, patron of the 
diocese, and statues of our Saviour and tho 
Virgin Mary, Upon oithcr side an arch- 
ed ornamental scroll read "Behold my 
sorvant, My elect, My soul delighteth in 
him ; I havo given my spirit to him." 
"Faithful ovor a few things, I will placo 
thee over many things." "He appointed 
pastors to rule tho Church of God." 
Three of the six largo candlesticks bore 
the coat-of-arms of the consecrating bishop 
and tho othor throo tho arms of the 
Bishop-olect. Tho floral decorations and 
ovorgreens w?ro artistically placed ' and 
presented a very pleasing spectacle. At 
tho Virgin Mary's and St. Joseph's altars 
tho good tasto which made tho main altar 
so grand a feature was also noticeable and 
conspicuous stood the quotations "Tho 
Lord raised him amongst his people ;" 
" To Evangolizo tho poor the Lord sent 
him." Tho throne prepared for tho Arch- 
bishop was to tho right directly opposite 
tho throno of tho Bishop. It had been 
proparod with groat care and was covered 
with bright green fringed with material of 
a goldon hue. Tho procession of Bishops 
and Clergymen having entered and pro- 
ceeded along tho centre of tho edifice tho 
celebration of high mass commenced, tho 
Most Rovorend Archbishop, Charles John 
Seghors, of Oregon, officiating, assistod 
by the Right Rev. L. J. d'Horbomc?;, O.

Rt. Rev. -<E. Younger, Bishop of Nisqually, 
and by tho following Deacons of Honor : 
Fathers Mackin of Oregon, and Mandart 
of Vancouver Island; Deacon of the Mass, 
Father Boulot of Nisqually, W. Ter. ; 
Sub-Deacon, Father Rondeault of V. I.; 
Assistant Priest, Father Kauton, of Nis- 
qually; Chaplains, Fathor Jonckau of 
Victoria, Fathor Ilorris, O. M. I. of tho 
Vicariato Apostolic of British Columbia ; 
Fathers Lemmons and Lejoune, O. M. I. , of 
tho V. A. ofBritishColumbia; Mitre bearer, 
Fathor Eusson of V. I.; Crosier bearor, 
Fathor Althoff of V. I. ; Censor bearor, 
Fathor Donokclo of V.I. ; Master of Cere- 
monies, Father Leroy of V. I. A number 
of altar boys woro also in attendance' 
Tho consocration was very improssivo and 
occupied from i> a. m. until 12 in., its 
great length causing tho Archbishop to 
request Fathor Leroy to announce that 
the sermon would tako place at 7 p.m. 

Miss Kolly presided at tho organ and 
enabled Mr. E. McQuade and tho moin- 
bors of tho Choir to ronder the music in 
a hicihl}' successful manner, greatly add- 
ing to thegrandour of tho solemn service. 

THE NEW IlISHOr. 

John Baptisto Brondol was born at 
Bruges, West Flanders, Belgium, 23rd of 
February, 1842, and studied at tho Amer- 
ican College, Louvain, Belgium. He was 
ordained Priost December 17th, 18G4, by 
Cardinal Storka, at Mechlin, and camo 
diroct from Belgium to Vancouver, W. T., 
arriving All Hallow's Evo, 1800. After 
a year at Vancouver ho was stationed at 
Steilacoom, W. T. , and had chargo of tho 
Catholics of tho Upper Sound, including 
Olympia, Tacoma, Puoallup, otc. Wero 
wo to judge by the manifestation of friend- 
ship shown by his late charge when learn- 
ing that ho was about to loave for this 
Diocese wo should inclino to the belief 
that his sorvico as a clergyman was plea- 
sant and productive of great good. The 
Bishop-elect is now in tho primo of lifo, 
possessed of tho blessing of health, and 
fond expectations uro folt that his present 
responsible chargo in Vancouver Island 
will bo agreeable and useful. Upon tho 
occasion of his consecration tho rev. clergy 
prosonted him with a valuable ring and 
the congregation bestowed a purse. 

THE EVENING SERVICE. 

The Archbishop's sermon upon tho 
gospel of tho day was an eloquent dis- 
course adapted to an explanation of tho 
consecration ceremonies of tho forenoon. 
He concluded by Benediction and a few 
parting words of advice to those present. 

The music, especially the Gregorian 
chant, was excellent, and met, no doubt, 
with tho high approval of tho learned 
Bishops and Clorgy as well as of tho peo- 
ple of tho laity. 

Im modern times (with perhaps tho ex-

9A.2T FRAN0IS00 TO VICTCMA. 
Montreal to Victoria by Steamship. 

By the steamship City of Chester thoro 
arrived R. S. Richards, Esq., of Swansea, 
who is largely ongaged in the manufac- 
ture of steel and in tho control of steam- 
ship lines. Mr. Richards camo from Eng- 
land via Ottawa. Ho proposes to tonder 
for tho ocean mail sorvico between San 
Francisco and Victoria, and if r.uccessful, 
to employ theroin the steamship Hylton 
Castle, 2,000 tons burthen, now about 
due at this port from England, and ono or 
two othor iron steamships — all British 
bottoms. Tho headquarters of tho line, 
should it secure the subsidy, would be at 
Victoria where all tho stores would be 
purchased. Return cargoes of coal would 
l)e carried to San Francisco oach trip and 
as the vessels to bo engaged will be first- 
class in every respect, a great advantage 
would bo dorivod by the Province in sub- 
sidizing them. 

Mr. Richards is also negotiating for tho 
establishing of a monthly lino of stoamors 
from Montreal or Halifax to Aspinwall, 
touching at somo ports in tho West In- 
dies, and connecting at Panama with 
Victoria, B.C. Tho Ottawa Citizen says 
of this project: "It would givo tho Do- 
minion manufacturers an opportunity of 
sending thoir products to British Colum- 
bia and intervening Wost Indian ports, 
such as St. Thomas, Jamaica, Porto Rico, 
Hayti and Cuba, as well as to further de- 
velop the National Policy. Tho present 
tariff would permit the introduction of 
such articles as wo produco to tho Pro- 
vinco on the Pacific. It is understood tho 
Minister of Finance has been interviewed 
on tho subject, and has promised to givo 
this new project his best attention. " In 
tli ia connection we have received from a 
British Columbia friend now at Ottawa a 
letter. Our friend writes that the trade 
of our Province would amount tu Si, 000,- 
000, tho first year. Ho claims that tho 
National Policy is of no benefit to British 
Coiumbia without the means of cheap 
steam communication. The passago from 
Montreal to Victoria via Aspinwall Avould 
be mado in thirty-fivo clays, which is as 
quick as freight goos by roil to British 
Columbia. Tho cost of Canadian froight 
via Aspinwall would bo lh cents per 
pound; by rail it now costs 7 conta per 
pound. Tho writer thinka thore is a good 
prospect that this mattor will receive duo 
attontion at tho hands of Parliament noxt 
sossion. 

Mr. Richards goos to Nanaimo to-day, 
and will await the arrival of the Hylton 
Castlo hero boforo returning to tho oast. 
In viow of the great and lasting benefit 
which tho project he has in view will con- 
fer on tho country, we earnostly wish Mr. 
Richards and our friends at Ottawa every 
success.

A BYLAW 

To ftogulato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho City of "Victoria. 

Bk it enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tho City of Tic- 
toria as follows : 

"L It Bhall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suffor to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments are complied with, that is to say: 
(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for each porson occupying the same. 
1 (b) Unless Buch room has a window 
made to open in a mannor approved 
• by tho Board of Health or Health 

Officer of tho City, 
(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room tho uso of a -water closet, earth 
closot or privy, furnishod with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Board of Health or 
Health Officer of tho City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to be occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw Ehall bo liable for every such of- 
fonoo to a penalty not exceeding ^0, in 
the discretion of any Justico of the Peaco 
boforo whom ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or the principal part of the 
night, shall bo doomed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within the meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw rotating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling havo 
taken place within throo months (whothor 
tho persons so convicted wore or wore not 
tho samo) any Justico of tho Pence may 
direct tho closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem nocessary, oi 
may empowor tho Board of Health or 
Health Officer of tho City permanently to 
close tho same, 

D. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bylaw, 1879." 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 

19th day of November, 1879.
